Coffee County Commission hears second part of strategic plan update

Coffee County's Strategic 
Planning committee presented 
its second and final portion of 
the Strategic plan update to com- 
missioners Monday, June 28, 
during the regular bimonthly 
meeting of the commission. 

Committee chairman Stan 
Windham said the strategic plan 
is tremendously important, and 
he feels it will bé a road map for 
the future. 

Jackie Thompson presented 
the final portion of the update 
regarding economic develop- 
ment and transportation, and she 
said her theory has always been 
that you can not stand still. 

Thompson said marketing 
will be a key for the county's 
economic development. 

“We've got to tell it, and let 
people know what we've got 
here,” she said, “We need to 
continue to market our retirees 
and local tourism.” 

She suggested impleménting 
a county-wide brochure and 
Internet site that markets the 
attractions for the county. 

“Let's be proactive not reac- 
tive,” Thompson said in regards 
to attracting industries. ‘That's 
how we get new industry here.” 

She said the county needs to 
continue to support existing 
industries, especially the small 
industries in which she said 
have kept the county comfort- 
able while the bigger industries 
experienced ups and downs 


through the years. 

Also, she said the people need 
to work towards revitalizing the 
downtown areas and developing 
more and larger industrial parks. 

Other suggestions to improve 
economic development includ- 
ed: keeping infrastructure, 
paving all dirt roads, providing 
what industries need, updating 
the revenue and tax assessment 
offices, shopping with local 
businesses, and most important- 
ly, continuing to work together. 

In regards to transportation, 
Thompson said the committee 
wants to see the Hwy.

Blanching is a must when 
freezing fresh vegetables

Freezing is usually the pre- 
ferred method of storing vegeta- 
bles from our gardens. 
However, much of the time and 
effort of gardening and packing 
fresh vegetables is wasted sim- 
ply because people do not take 
the time to blanch their vegeta- 
bles before putting them in the 
freezer. 

Blanching is not only benefi- 
cial for freezing vegetables, it is 
a must. 

Blanching. stops enzyme 
action from destroying the fresh 
flavor of your: vegetables, If 
they are not, blanched, vegeta- 
bles will lose their color and fla- 
vor after about four to six weeks 
of freezer storage. 

In. addition, blanching 
removes dirt and bacteria. It’s 
important blanching be done 
correctly and that you follow the 
recommended blanching time 
for individual vegetables. 

Under blanching stimulates 
the enzyme action that destroys 
flavor; over-blanching rembves) 
many people don't like to 
blanch. 

To blanch, bring one gallon of 
water to a vigorous boil, Drop in 
only one pound of vegetables at 
a time so the water can circulate 
around each piece and kill the 
enzymes. When’ the . water 
returns to a boil, start timing. A 
vegetable must reach a'tempera- 
ture of 180 to 190 degrees 
Fahrenheit inside to destroy the 
enzymes. 

Here are recommended 
blanching times for the follow- 
ing vegetables: 

Beams (lima)

They need to 
cool as quickly as possible to 
stop cooking. The best method 
is to place the vegetables in a 
pan of ice water, Cool three to 


four ‘minutes before packing. 
You are now ready to blanch the 
next batch. 

Expect some shrinking of 
some ‘vegetables when. you 
blanch. This will make them 
easier to pack. Blanching 
ensures that fresh vegetables 
stay fresh in the freezer.

Weight loss advice comes in 
literally hundreds of disguises, 
Most often the “new” and “rey 
olutionary” diets are really old 
fad diets. making an encore 
appearance. Some examples-of 
fad diets-include those that 

* Ban a specific food or food 
group ‘ 

* “Suggest that food can 
change body chemistry 

* Blame specific hormones 
for weight problems 

* Food-specific, diets rely, on 
the myth that some foods have 
Special properties that can cause 
Weight loss or gain But, 
according fo the American 
Dietetic Association (ADA), no 
food can. These, diets do not 
deach healthy . cating habits, 
therefore, you will not stick with 
ther, Sooner or later, you will 
have a taste for something 
else—anything that is’ not 
among the:foods you have been 
“allowed” on the diet ; 

The ADA reports that the pop 
ular high protein, low carbohy 
drate diets are based on the idea 
that carbohydrates are bad. that 
many people are “allergic” to 
them or are insulin resistant, and 
therefore gain Weight when they 
eat them. The truth is that peo- 
ple are eating more total calories 
and getting-less physical activi 
ty, and that is the real reason 
they are gaining weight. These 
high-protein, low-carbohydrate 
diets tend. to be low in calcium 
and fiber, as well as healthy 
phytochemicals (plant chemi- 
cals). Some authors of these fad 
diets advise taking vitamin-min- 
eral supplements to replace lost 
nutnents, However, supple- 
ments should bridge the gap in 
healthy cating and not be used 
as a replacement for nutnient-

Back yard wildlife 
is interesting to 
watch 


As I set at our kitchen table late in the afternoon and look across 
the pasture, I often see deer feeding near the wood line, They seem 
oblivious to my presence even when I am in the yard. 

Similar scenes are common across Alabama today, but many of us 
can remember when the mere sighting of a deer crossing the road 
was the subject of coffee shop conservation for several days. One 
doesn't have to live in a rural area today to enjoy wildlife watching. 
Deer, raccoon, rabbit, armadillo, squirrel, dove, bobwhite, coyote 
and an endless array of songbirds visit many city dwellers’ back- 
yards regularly. 

Over the last ten to twenty years small towns and the suburbs of 
large cities have experienced a wildlife population explosion. These 
country critters come to town have even been.tagged with their own 
classification - urban wildlife. In the early years, urban wildlife 
referred to pigeons, gray squirrels and birds. Today, the fringes of 
metropolitan Alabama support most of the same species that can be 
found on granddad,s farm in rural Alabama. 

Even migratory waterfowl have discovered that the south is the 
best place to live year round. Ask any golfer who has had to play 
through a spot on the golf course where a flock of Canadian geese 
recently fed. They can really do a number on those white golf shoes! 
Wild hogs, like the geese, have decided to inhabit suburban areas 
also. More than one suburban gardener has awoken to find their 
garden in shambles after a wild porker paid them a Visit. 

This urban wildlife explosion didn’t happen overnight or by acci- 
dent. Alabama sportsmen and conservationist realized that to keep 
and even restore some species to their habitat, they had to practice 
sound wildlife management. The passing of legislation in the 1930s 
and 1940s, such as the Pittman-Robertson Act and the formation of. 
conservation organizations such as Ducks Unlimited, National 
Wildlife Federation, Alabama Wildlife Federation and others has 
paid off in the abundance of wildlife we see today. 

Just-as these organizations became involved in increasing and 
managing. wildlife in the rural areas, today’s backyard wildlife 
watcher is caring @m the tradition. More than a few deer feeders can 
be found in backyards across suburban Alabama. Bird and small 
game feeders also attract a variety of critters to provide many hours 
of wildlife viewing, 

Anyone interested in attracting birds and wildlife to their proper- 
ty should contact their county, extension agent-or. the Alabama 
Wildlife Federation for information on how to attract wildlife to 
their property. They have information on what seeds to plant, plans 
for building squirrel nesting boxes, deer feeders, etc.

The Elba City Council mem- 
bers “got.good"hews at thé June 
28th meeting as the financial 
statement showed sales tax and 
tobacco tax revenues continued 
to exceed budget projections.

Her 
first position with the company 
was as the operator of the 
Varitype machine, and she 
recalls~ that the company’s 
quarterly statements, typically 
a four-page document, would 
take almost an entire week to 
design and print. The same job 
today can be completed within 
a few hours. 

National Security has had 
three chief executive officers in 
its history; and Brunson has 
worked with all three. 

W.L. Brunson, founder of 
National Security in 1947, was 
CEO in 1958 and J. R. Brunson 
was named CEO following Mr, 
W.L.'s untimely death in 1978. 

National Security’s current 
CEO, Bill Brunson, is the son 
of W.L. Brunson, and he 
assumed the helm following 
Mr. J.R.'s retirement in 2000. 

Betty feels she has gone full 
circle in that regard, beginning 
with W.L. Brunson and now 
secing his son assume the top 
management position at the 


company. 

National Security has earned 
the reputation of being a com- 
pany that is “family friendly”; 
and Brunson said she certainly 
feels that designation is appro- 
priate, 

She said the company has 
always allowed her to take 
opportunities to be involved 
with her children’s ‘lives, an 
Opportunity not afforded to 
many working mothers: 

Working mother. is certainly 
a term that applies to Betty. At 
one point several years ago, she 
was attending college full-time, 
involved with a Boy Scout 
troop, a member of the choir 
and Sunday School teacher at 
First Baptist Church Elba along 
with all the duties assocjated 
with raising two children not to 
mention her full-time position 
at National Security. 

That experience has served 
Brunson well as human 
resources director as she 
understands the demands a 
family.and full-time career can 
place on today's working 
mothers. 

“I’ve never lost sight of the 
fact that each desk at National 
Security is occupied by a per- 
son,” Brunson said. “Many 
companies treat their employ- 
ees as a number, not a person, 
but that is not the case at 
National Security. 

According to CEO Bill 
Brunson, Betty has long been 
the “voice and face” that peo- 
ple in Elba and surrounding 
communities have associated 
with National Security. He said 
he feels that Betty's best asset 
is her interpersonal skills, and

she has that intangible quality 
of being able to recognize the 
people who need a pat on the 
back to reach their potential 
compared to those that need to 
have someone exert tough dis- 
cipline towards them‘in order 
to assure their success. 

That is a quality that will be 
most difficult to replace,” he 
said. 

Betty and husband, Buddy, 
will now spend most of their 
time in Orange Beach, Ala. 
near where the couple's daugh 
ter, Suzie; husband, Keith, and 
their two children reside. The 
Brunson's son, Art, his wife, 
Kim, and their daughter live in 
Andalusia 

“There will be no bells ‘or 
whistles, | can sleep late, read 
all | want and swim in the 
ocean or pool,” she said, “I'll 
also have plenty of time to 
Supervise Buddy as he strives 
to complete an ever growing 


‘to-do’ list.” 

Brunson said she has no 
regrets through it all as she 
nears the end of her career. 

“I've had a good ride,” she 
said as she reflected back upon 
all the people she has encoun- 
tered through her 46 years. 

Throughout her career, 
Brunson has met people from 
all walks of life including gov- 
emors, senators and represen- 
latives, but each day at sunset 
shé asked herself the same 
question...” Have | done every- 
thing | set out to do today and 
did I do it as Well as I could?” 

As the sunset of Betty's 
career at National Security 
begins to fade into the night, 
everyone at National Security 
feels Betty can answer both 
those questions with a 
resounding “yes”, She may be 
near the end of her “ride” at 
National Security, but a new 
ride is only beginning, 


over budget by $25,000, and the 


street department is over by, 


$18,000. A large part of the 
police department overage is in 
the unscheduled move of the 
dog pound. This added almost 
$20,000: of expenses. to the 
department. Salaries were up 
$9,000 and the spiraling cost of 
gasoline cost Elba police an 
additional $2,000. 

The Recreation Department is 


up by $13,000, with both sup- — 


plies and salaries topping budg- 
et numbers. The fire department 
is down by $13,000, with gaso- 
line actually lower and firemen 
fees at about half projected 
amounts. Firemen are paid by 


the fire and when there are- 


fewer than normal, the costs 
drop drastically. 

Donations to the Chamber of 
Commerce have already 
exceeded the annual budget by 
$1,126 and payments to the SE 
Regional Planning & 
Development are up by $17,000 
due to some grant work they 
have done for the City of Elba. 
Rescue Squad appropriations 
are already up by almost $8,000 
over the annual budgeted 
amount. When the budget was 
written city officials were not 
expecting the nécessary expense 
of restarting the Elba Rescue 
Squad as a non-profit organiza- 
tion. 

The council approved the 
required resolution calling for 
municipal elections on August 


24th. Up for election will be the 
mayor and all five council mem- 
bers. Qualifying began Tuesday, 
July 6, for the four year terms. 

The council officially 
approved the actions of the 
Planning & Zoning Board: in 
denying the rezoning of proper- 
ty off Hickman Avenue, across 
from the stockyards. Grimes 
noted that the owner, Wayne 
Lawford, had. withdrawn the 
application when he discovered 
neighborhood opposition, but 
the council still needed to 
approve the board action. 

City Clerk. Wayne Grantham 
told council members that mos- 
quito spraying in Elba is as reg- 
ular as the afternoon rains- will 
allow. He added that city crews 
were catching up with the trash 
pick-up by doubling up crews 
and equipment.
